Hoosier sportsmen are aw ait­ 
ing the opening of the duck sea­ 
son on Monday Nov. 2, confident 
th a t they will have some of the 
best hunting in recent y ears al­ 
though federal regulations gov­ 
erning 
their sport 
are more 
stringent than In the past. 
General regulations in effect 
this y ear were pointed out today 
by Virgil M. Simmons, commis­ 
sioner of the D epartm ent of Con­ 
servation 
as 
prohibiting 
the 
shooting of waterfowl over bait­ 
ed water or land; prohibit the 
use of live decoy s; prohibit the 
use of rifles and restrict shot­ 
guns to those with a capacity of 
three shells or less, and require 
the hunter to possess both a fed­ 
eral duck stam p and a state 
hunting license. Duck stam ps are 
not required for hunting coot, 
snipe and woodcock. 
Indiana has been placed in 
the Interm ediate Zone by the U. 
S. Bureau of Biological Survey in 
the establishm ent of migratory 
waterfowl hunting seasons this 
y ear, being grouped with Illinois, 
Ohio and twenty other states. In 
this zone the open season desig­ 
nated for ducks, geese, Wilson’s 
snipe and coot is from Novem­ 
ber 1 to November 30, inclusive, 
but Indiana sportsmen m ust wait 
until November 2 on account of 
the state law prohibiting the 
use of firearms on Sunday . 
Bag and possession limits are: 
Ducks — ten in the aggregate of 
all kinds; Geese and B rant — 
four in the aggregate of all 
knids; Snipe — fifteen and Coot 
— fifteen. Ducks, geese and coot 
may be hunted from 7 o’clock in 
the morning until 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, central standard 
time, while snipe may be hunted 
from 7 o’clock in the morning 
until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
central 
standard 
time,

snipe may be hunted from 7 
o’clock in the morning until 
sunset, central standard time. 
The open season on rails and 
gallinules (ex cept coot) is from 
Sept. 1 to November 30, inclu­ 
sive, with a bag limit of fifteen in 
the aggregate of all kinds, and 
shooting limited from 7 a. m. to 
sunset, central standard time. 
The open season on woodstbek, 
which opened Oct. 15 will end 
on Nov. 14 with a bag limit of 
four and the shooting time re­ 
stricted to between 7 a. m. and 
sunset, central standard time.

Gu erilla warfare ip the ru le 
thro u gho u t the Sp anish co nflict 
and the battles are little differ­ 
ent fro m tho se of a centu ry ago. 
Any one who tells y ou Sp ain is 
the p ro v ing gro u nd fo r the nex t 
World war simp ly hasn’t seen a 
battle. Radio statio ns anno u nce 
hu ndreds of tho u sands of men 
locked in co mbat with the latest 
eq u ip ment—bu t the radio sta­ 
tio ns are the only ones in Sp ain 
who think so. 
Many of the “mo dern arms” 
ship p ed into Sp ain fro m fo reign 
co u ntries are old stocks, swep t 
o u t of arsenals a t bargain p ric­ 
es. Field gu ns, co nstru cted at the 
Sp anish works at Ov iedo, date 
from 19 05. Shells are o ften more 
than 3 0 y ears old and fail to ex ­ 
p lode fo r that v ery reaso n. 
Only the airp lanes are new 
and p ilo ts fail to make the mo st 
u se of them. Du ring the bo m­ 
bardments of Iru n, fo r ex amp le, 
more than fifty p ro jectiles were 
du mp ed into the Bidasoa riv er 
or o nto the beach at Hendav e, 
France. 
The geo grap hy of Sp ain, that 
feat of natu re whioh sto p p ed 
many a good general, inclu ding 
Nap oleon 
Bo nap arte, 
simp ly 
do esn’t lend itself to the u se of 
mo dern metho ds. There are so 
many natu ral barriers that in­ 
v aders, to cap tu re them, mu st 
u se assau lt by the good old in­ 
fantry . Trenches were u sed fo r 
the first tirAe at Iru n, and then 
so badly du g by bo th sides that 
they p rov ed u nu su able. 
Near the end of Au gu st, after 
six weeks of war, this co rres­ 
p o ndent watched the insu rgents 


attack go v ernment p o sitio ns at 
San Rafael, with the tall bu ild­ 
ings of Madrid p lainly v isible on 
the sky line. A y ou ng lieu tenant 
borrowed my field glasses to co r­ 
rect the fire of his battery of 
155’s. It was the first p air he’d 
u sed. Prev io u s p ractice had been 
to shift the gu n to change its di­ 
rectio n of fire. 
The insu rgent battleship “Es­ 
p añ a” 
shelled 
San 
Sebastian 
with mu nitio ns manu factu red in 
19 08. Most of the shells failed to 
ex p lode, to the co nsternatio n of 
rebel leaders who declared they 
had p u rchased the shells from 
an English firm as“ gu aranteed 
goods.” 
At Iru n, this co rresp o ndent ac­ 
co mp anied a y o u ng French re­ 
serv e officer on a su rv ey of gov ­ 
ernment p osition. The officer ad­ 
v ised barbed wire to p ro tect a 
farmho u se fro m rebel assau lts. 
When he retu rned the nex t day 
the barbed wire had been stru ng 
behind the farmho u se.
